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III. Remarks 

Claims 17-27 are pending in the present application. Claims 1, 2, and 9 have been cancelled; 
claims 21-24 have been amended; claims 25 - 27 are newly presented.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1, 2 and 17-24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite.
